BANK RUBBERS IN FALL RIVJSU 


ATTEMPTED OU11GLAHY OF THE 
METACOMET- 


BANK. 


Fall River had a sensation Wednesday 


morning in I he discovery of an attempt to 
rob the Metacomet National Bank. The at 
tempt, however, proved to have been but 
partially successful, and 
tho "bold burglars 


wo.re obliged to make their escape on tho ap- 
proach of daylight without obtaining any ol 
the coveted booty, and leaving behind them 
a complete set of burglars' implements valued 
at several hundred dollars. The News says 
tho bank i? situated in the second story of 
the large brick buildinp, corner of Anawan 
and Water streets, directly opposite the 
American Print Works. Tho south end of 
tho building, second story, is occupied ex- 
clusively by the bank, and is separated from 
tho rest of the building by a brick wall a foot 
thick. 


On the other side of this wall is tho Ub- 


ratory of the Print Works, and beyond Is a 
largo room occupied for the storage of goods 
The entrance to this section of the second 
story is by an independent stairway, at the- 
head of which is the door of the labratory, 
and on the left, a long, dark passage way 
leading to tho sloro room. 


From an examination of tho premises, it 


Is evident that one, at least, of Iho burglars 
obtained entrance to the store room during 
the day timo and concealed himself among 
tho cotton bales until night, when tho iron 
shutters of the building wore closed , and ho 
could commence operations. 


Once in, their flrst work was to drive a 


number of small steel wedges between the 
edge of the outer door and tho side of the 
vault, until they had made an opening suffi- 
cient to ndmit a quantity of powder. The 
>owder was blown from a small tin flask- 
prepared especially for the, purpose.

setting fare to tho fuse, the door was blown 
ipen and driven back with such force as to 
jreak in tho plastering. Between the outer, 
ind the inner door of the vault is a space 
of about ten inches, and here, between the 
ambs, tbriie powerful jack screws were ap- 
ilietl and the jambs started sufficiently to 
llow^small wedgps to be driven into the 


opening of the second door. Tbe burglars
